It is 
not claimed that congress has the power to 
regulate or prohibit the traffic in intoxica- 
ting liquors within the states, but the com- 
mittee say they are clearly of the opinion 
that congress has exclusive jurisdiction over 
the subject-matter’ so far as it relates to 
revenue and _ taxation, and complete 
and exclusive legislative jurisdiction over 
the subject of regulating or prohibiting the 
sale of alcoholic liquorsin the District of 
Columbia and the territories. The results 
of the inquiry now proposed may largely 
affect the judgment of congress as to 
whether it ought to exercise its legislative 
jurisdiction within the limits where it con- 
fessedly has the power. The committee 
estimate that in tne District of Columbia 
alone there is paid out every year $1,500,000 
for liquors, and it is worth the careful at- 
tention of congress to see if some way can- 
not be devised to save the people of the 
district a portion of tbis immense amount 
of money.
